A  drought  spread  throughout  the  South- 
east during  1986.  It  was  the  worst  dry  spell  on 
record.  At  the  peak  of  the  drought,  crops 
wilted  from  southern  Pennsylvania  all  the 
way  into  northern  Florida.  Even  after  some 
rain,  many  farmers  in  the  Carolinas,  georgia, 
Tennessee  and  Virginia  were  on  the  brink  of 
ruin. 


Deep  under  Lake  Nios  in 
northwestern  Cameroon, 
the  earth  belched.  A  bubble 
of  scalding  gas  rose  to  the 
surface  and  the  wind  carried 
it  across  the  land.  Within 
minutes,  more  than  1700 
people  were  dead,  burned  by 
steam  and  choked  by  carbon 
dioxide  and  toxic  gases. 
(Among  the  casualities  was 
a  large  group  of  cows.) 


Two  Arab  terrorists  stormed  Istanbul's  main  synagogue  on  September  6, 
killing  more  than  20  worshippers  with  machine-gun  fire.  When  police  arrived, 
the  terrorist  detonated  hand  grenades  and  killed  themselves. 


After  a  20  years  of  ruling  without  serious  chal- 
lenge, Phillipine  president  Ferdinand  E.  Marcos 
was  forced  from  office  amid  charges  of  corruption 
and  scandal.  The  new  president,  Corazon  Aquino, 
was  faced  with  political  and  economic  turmoil.

Gennadi  y  Zak- 
harov,  a  Soviet  U.N. 
employee  was  arrested 
on  a  subway  platform 
in  New  York  City  and 
charged  with  spying. 
A  week  later  Ameri- 
can journalist  Nicho- 
las S.  Daniloff  was  ar- 
rested on  the  streets  of 
Moscow  and  accused 
of  spying  on  the  Soviet 
Union.  Both  men  were 
released  within  weeks 
and  the  entire  affair 
set  the  stage  for  a  su- 
pc  r  po\s  c  r  S  u  m  m  1 1 
meeting  in  Iceland. 


AMERICAN  AND  SOVIET  RELATIONS 

President  Ronald  Reagan  and  Soviet  leader  Mikhail  Gorbachev  met  in 
Reykjavik,  Iceland,  for  a  two-day  summit  in  October  to  discuss  arms 
control.  The  two  leaders  reached  an  impasse  on  testing  the  U.S.  Star  Wars 
weaponry. 


IRANSCAM 


Arms  for  hostages,  Lt.  Colonel  Oliver  North  negotiated 
U.S.  arms  for  release  for  hostages  in  Iran  and  funneled  aid 
to  Contras  in  Nicargua.  Iranscam  eventually  led  to  the 
resignations  of  3  top  U.S.  Reagan  officials,  the  Tower  Com- 
mission Report  and  an  investigation  by  a  Joint  Congression- 
al Commission.  The  answers  to  many  questions  are  still 
unanswered. 


ROYAL  WEDDING 

Britian's  Prince  Andrew  married  red-haired  English  commoner  Sarah  Ferguson  in  July  at  Westminister  Abbey  in  a 
spectacle  that  mustered  the  pomp  and  glory  of  Britian's  920-year  old  monarch.  Andrew  is  the  queen's  second  son  and  fourth 

in  line  to  the  throne. 

Caroline  Kennedy,  who  captured  America's  heart  as  a  little  girl  romping  through  the  White  house,  married  Edwin 
Schlossberg,  a  New  York  businessman  and  artist  in  Hyannis  Port,  Mass,  on  July  19,  1986. 


Among  celebrities  who  died 
in  1986  were  singer  Kate 
Smith  who  died  June  1 7  of  res- 
piratory arrest  at  the  age  of  79; 
Benny  Goodman,  the  King  of 
Swing  died  June  1 3,  apparently 
of  cardiac  arrest;  James  Cag- 
ney,  one  of  Hollywood's  fam- 
ous tough  guys,  died  March  30 
at  the  age  of  86;  and  Ted 
Knight,  best  known  for  his  role 
in  the  television  series  "The 
Mary  Tyler  Moore  Show"  died 
August  26,  of  cancer  at  the  age 
of  62.
